Solar flux readings were a bit higher this week compared to the previous week, with a 
weekly high of 170 on May 20th, and a low of 151 on May 18th. The average sunspot 
count was also up this week, peaking at 148 on May 25th following the weekly low of 113 
on May 18th. Geomagnetic conditions were generally more active this week. The Kp index 
hit a weekly high of 6.0 on May 21st with 4 days above 4.3, after beginning the week at 
only 0.8.
